Mr. Horr s^id cungr«M had provided 


that foreign ooiii should bu reoeived by 
the goveruiueiit at a tvrtaiii fixed ralue, 
and further th*:t such . oius aboald not 
be aguiu put mtoeirciiLitioii. but should 
be reuoiuod at the mutt. The report of 
the director ot tltt nuit showed that 
over 45.0ui),<too iu Mivor had tl«o» ao- 
Cnmulated, hitviug biou found in the 
gx>ld uuniig the protvis of tuMuying it. 


At this point H:trvey i-halleuged 


Horr's sUtemeut, tuyiug that he had 
not brought his authorities with him, 
and therefore his arguments were en- 
titled to uu Kt&udiug iu the debatw. Mr. 
Harviy again called bis opponent to 
task for not confining his remarks to 
tbe order of debate originally agreed 
upon and said he would not be diverted 
from tout order. 


Mr. Horrsaid that up to the present 


Mr. Harvey had not said a single word 
in proof of the actual subject of dis- 
pute. He had argued at length that the 
*ct of 1873 was conceived in sin and 
brought forth in corruption, but he had 
not brought any proof of it and could 
not suy it did not exist. History showed 
that a vamtiou of a fraction of 1 per 
ceat I etweea the cosMsercusl and legal 
ratio between gold and silver always 
drove the dearer metal oat of the mar- 
ket. 


Mr. Harvey, referring back to the 


silver coinage between 1853 and 187S, 
said tliat the silver coined at Philadel- 
phia was coined into subsidiary money, 
not dollars. He added that the premium 
on silver was a premium at London, and 
that transportation charges would more 
than i-at that up; so the bullion owners 
ia this country would take it to the mint 
for coinage. 
Taking up the statement in Mr. Har- 


vey's book that it had cost $2 per ounce 
to produce silver in the United States, 
Mr. Horr characterized it as nonsense, 
and produced statistics collected by M. 
L. Scndder showing it had been pro- 
duced as low as 13 cents per ounce, and 
asked why mine owners would continue 
to produce silver which they sold at less 
than one-third cost. 


Mr. Harvey, in turn, said that what 


Mr. Horr had said about the cost of pro- 
ducing silver he could have said with 
much more force with regard to gold. 
It cost less, dollar for dollar, to produce 
gold than silver. Why did men con- 
tinue to mine silver at loss? Why did 
men gamble on the board of trade, 
where a lar«e majority lost;1 It was the 
gambling iiibtinct implanted in the hu- 
man breast. 


Mr. Harvey said much of the silver 


produced was produced in conjunction 
with gold mining, and a large propor- 
tion of the silver production was the re- 
sult of attempts to develop mines which 
proved failures iu the end. He then de- 
uomieed Mr. Scudder as the tool of the 
banking iuterrsts scut out to the silver 
country to defamo his nation. 
It was true, Mr. Horr said, is meas- 


ured in human toil both gold and ailver 
had 'leprcciiited m value, but silver had 
depreciated much faster than ijold, and 
he then presented statistics for a series 
of years m substantiation of the depre- 
ciation of gold, showing the prices for 
agricultural products and the wages of 
labor. 
Mr. Harvey took up the subject and 


proceeded to argue that advances In the 
price of grain under a gold basis iu the 
years quoted had resulted cither from 
short crops ur in the increased demand 
brought about by finding new uses fur it. 


Mr. Harvey said the banks should go 


out of tbe government business instead 
of the government going out of the 
banking business. Let the banks be 
banks of deposit and discount, and not 
makers of money. They are making it 
now with bank credit aud you are pay- 
ing them for it. 
Mr. Horr read an extract from the 


June North American Review which 
states that the average yearly accumu- 
lation of the agricultural workers of the 
United States per capita had increased 
from f 17.90 
in 1861 to 1870 to $47.60 in 


1881 to 1890. 
Mr. Harvey said nobody disputed the 


statement, aud added: "The UUted 
States has not ouly been a, workshop in 
prodnoiug wealth, but it has been a 
sweatshop. 
It has been producing 


wealth, but have the men who produced 
that wealth got wealth? 
"The rich men are controlling the 


legislation of Ameaica and the old 
world and there is no plan by which 
European civilisation can rise from un- 
der it; and when we have passed four or 
eight years further along there will be 
no way for us to ris* from under it. We 
are making in the United States today 
the iasr ataud of freemen iu the civilisa- 
tion of the world. 
The answering of questions occupied 


much of tho remainder of the day, the 
debate finally being adjourned at Mr. 
Horr's request till Saturday at 1 p. m.

department has declined to entertain 
tht protect made by the vice prunidsst 
of the humane suciuty against the ad- 
mission into this ounurry of boll* and 
toreadors from Mexico for a bullfighting 
exhibition at the Atlanta exposition. 
The protest claimed that the bulb) 
should be excluded on the ground that 
they wore immoral instruments, and 
the toreadors on the groand that their 
admission would violate the contract 
labor law. 


Assistant Secretary Hanilin in reply 


cites section 10 of the act of Aug. 88, 
18W, prohibiting the importation of 
"any obscene book, pamphlet, drawing, 
painting, instruments or other article of 
unmoral nature, etc." 


The letter then proceeds: "I have to 
inform you that the department is un- 
able to perceive that the importation of 
bulls for the purpose -vindicated comes 
within the letter or spirit of the prohi- 
bition_contaiaed in the provision of law 
Quoted, and therefore decline to issue 
the desired instructions. 


"If, «i stated, the exhibition of boll 
fights is prohibited by the laws of 
Georgia, it is presumed that tue author- 
ities of that state will prevent it, but 
the subject does not appear to come 
within the jurisdiction of the depart- 
ment." 


Most Sanction It. 


Commissioner of Immigration Stump, 
in his letter, recites the joint resolution 
passed by congress Jan. 21, 1895, provid- 
ing for the production upon the exposi- 
tion grounds at Atlanta of scenes illus- 
trative of art, amusements, entertain- 
ments, etc., of foreign countries aud the 
admission of aliens by express permis- 
sion of the secretary of the treasury for 
this purpose. 


"It therefore becomes the duty of the 
secretary of the treasury," he afids, "to 
grant express permission to each appli- 
cant holding concessions and privileges 
from said exposition if such persons 
come within the terms of the joint reso- 
lution. It is well known that bull- 
fighting fu nishes one of the chief 
amusements in Spanish and Mexican 
countries, and as it appears that the au- 
thorities of the exposition have entered 
into a contract with one J. P. Port-eons 
to bring into the United States certain 
bullfighters tn give exhibitions as pro- 
vided by the joint resolution, this de- 
partment can take no steps to exclude 
them."

Sad Fats or the Negro Colony. 


EL PASO, Tex., July 26.— Parties from 


Mexico report sickening and fatal desti- 
tution among the negro colony near 
Mapimi. Two hundred, who escaped 
aud scattered in groups, are all but 
starved. Only 400 or 500 are left in the 
colony and 100 have smallpox. Fugi- 
tives are shunned by the Mexicans and 
driven from the settlements. There ifl 
frightful mortality among them.

Tbe New Illuminating Gas. 


When Mr. T. L. Wilson tried to get 


lime from chalk and charcoal by fusing 
them together in an electric furnace and 
was so disappointed at his nonsnocess 
that h« thn»w the resulting eompoond, 
a dark, dingy, metallic looking mass, 
seething hot into a pail of cold water, 
he was surprised a moment later to per- 
ceive the water bubbling violently and 
a gas that smelled like garlic escaping 
in large quantity. He knew tbe gas by 
its smell. It was acetylene, which, be- 
fore be threw the hot chunk of mixed 
chalk and charcoal into the water, had 
been obtained by chcmisU only in small 
quantity and at considerable expense. 


An illumination like a great light 


dawned upon Mr. Wilson. He knew 
that acetylene was a compound that had 
the least hydrogen and the most carbon 
of any of the gsses formed by the union 
of those two clw mieals. Its illuminat- 
ing power was to ordinary gas almost as 
an electric light is to ordinary gas. He 
found that he could make acetylene 
from lime and charcoal at an expense of 
5 cents a thousand feet The good, kind 
gas companies would therefore be able 
to furnish it to the public at, say, 50 
cents a thousand cubic feet 


It can be manufactured easily in 


country homes and farmhouses, so that 
everybody may enjoy its beautiful 
beams. 
The only drawback apparently 


is that it explodes by concussion and 
cannot therefore be conveyed from one 
place to another in steel tanks, as was at 
first hoped.

A month ago then were ex- 
teaordinary reports concerning it We 
wen told that in the western part of the 
territory, particularly among UM hills 
about the head waters of Boggy and 
Turkey creeks, a short distance sooth- 
west of Arapahoe, *im»>«M» gold finds 
had been made. It was no uncommon 
thing for men to be walking about 
Gnthrie with "shot sacks" full of the 
precious yellow dust The town of Arap- 
aboe was almost deserted at one time, 
and at tbe mining camps » new town 
called Golden had been started, and in 
six days bad a population of 8,000. 


A weirdly interesting fact in connec- 


tion with Golden was that on one of 
UM hills near it a number of skeletons 
and the remnants ot a long deserted 
camp wen found. A stone in this old 
camp had on it, rudely m\, tbe words, 
"Gold found hen in 1870." Who were 
the ill fated minor* that discovered the 
Oklahoma gold in 1870 and then died? 


We shall never know probably. . Bnt 


it is certain that most of those who have 
made the mad rush to the new gold dig- 
gings will be as much disappointed M 
those lost miners of 1870 were. Perhaps 
one out of every hundred will remain 
at the diggings and do reasonably well 
The rest will become disgusted and go 
away to some other booming place. Then 
Golden will settle down to developing 
quietly and normally, like all the other 
American mining towns. No doubt 
then is money then for those who stick 
to legitimate business. But the board- 
ing bouse keepers and grocers will get 
quite as much gold as the miners da 


Then never will be any real peace on 


this continent till Canada becomes a 
part of tbe United States. It was Canada 
that made the fuss about tbe seal fisher- 
ies question, and now Canada is trying 
to get a part of Alaska away from this 
country on the ground that the old line 
between Russia acd British America 
was wrongly placed. The boundary line 
treaty between these two countries was 
made in 1885. It has been taken for 
granted ever since tnat tne starting 
point of Alaska was the Portland chan- 
nel. Canada contends that from the de- 
scription of the surface of tbe country in 
the wording of the treaty the beginning 
should bo, not Portland channel, but 
Beam channel. This will mean giving 
up to British America the entrance to 
the Yukon basin and 150,000 square 
miles of rich mineral territory. Surveys 
have been carefully made by a joint 
British and American commission to de- 
cide the question, and their report ia 
nearly ready. So that the United States, 
too, has a boundary line question to set- 
tle with England. 


Then are some curious fashions in 


Germany. One of them is the bestowing 
of medals on servants and laboring peo- 
ple who have remained with the same 
employer for a generation more or less. 
The Duke of Anbalt lately distributed 
silver medals to all the men in hia 
doohy who had worked for the same em- 
ployer M yean. Well, that depends. 
Then an some employers whom it is a 
endit to leave. The man who would 
stay with them 85 years would deserve 
nothing bnt a leather medal

long ago studied the com- 


position of the gus contained iu the 
swiiuiinug bladder of fUlie-s aud discov- 
ered that it consists of the principal 
constituents of theuir — namely, oxygen. 
nitrogen and carbonic acid. Uut these 
constituents rre not mingled iu the fish's 
balloon in the same proportions as they 
are iu the atmobphcre, and besides their 
proportions do not remain always the 
same in the fish. Sometimes the bladder 
contains hardly any oxygen ; at others 
oxygou constitutes umo-teuths of the 
whole contents. 


The variation in the quantity of oxy- 


gen is somewhat mysterious, aud, fiat- 
uraliitts have oft'enxl heveral different 
suggestions as to the cause of it, fciome 
think the fish may bo uble to control the 
quantity of oxygen in its bladder by its 
own will Biot, a distinguished French 
naturalist, thought he bad solved the 
problem by discovering that the propor- 
tion of oxygen was larger in fish that 
lived at great depths and smaller in 
those that lived near thu surface of the 
sea. 


But qnite rect-ut lj new obs*jr\ ation-i 


made from the Prince of Monaco's yacht, 
Princess Alice, seem to prove that Biot 
was mistaken and that tho deep dwell- 
ing fish carry uo more oxygen in propor- 
tion than do those living in shallow wa- 
ter. 
801110 of the foh whose swimming 


bladders were examined by the natural- 
ists on the Princess Alice came from a 
depth of uo le.ss than a mile. 


They were compared with fish which 


seldom descend bo low 200 feet in depth 
and with others which prefer a depth of 
about r>00 or 6oO feet, and nil had near- 
ly tho same proportion of oxygen to aid 
them in t>wimmmg 


Tho variations mentioned above seem 


therefore to depend upon some oilier 
cause than tho depth of the fish's dwell- 
ing place. 


It is t nets? unsettled questions that of- 


fer to young naturalists some of their 
most brilliant opportunities for distinc- 
tion. It is a great mistake to soppuhe 
that there dix-s pot leinain a plenty of 
room ior du-co\ery iu t»cieuce. — Youth's

Tbe two police officers were coming 
up the street and they came and ar- 
rested him in the act. One white 
officer and one colored officer. 
Do 


not know tneir names. 
As they 


started, the white officer took him 
by the forearm and struck him over 
the knuckles four times severely 
with his mace. The prisoner resisted 
tbe blows and asked the white officer 
what he was striking him for. Tbe 
colored officer then struck him over 
the head with his mace." 


"Did the blow knock him down?" 
•'Yes, sir. The officers then pulled 


off bis coat and dragged him on the 
sidewalk to Thoring's store. They 
were met there by three gentlemen 
who objected to their proceedings 
They (the officers) then picked him 
up and carried him to the postoffice 
corner. The third officer then as- 
sisted IE carrying him to the station 
house. He was dragged into a cell 
and left there insensible." 


"Having seen all that took place at 


this time, what occasion was there 
for the treatment of this man in that 
way by tbe officers?" 


"None whatever. This man was 


cot doing anything that justified an 
arrest at that time." 


E. W. Snyder, the Main street bar- 


ber, was the next witness. He said: 


"When I saw the officers they had 


hold on Lipfert and Lipfert bad a 
hold on a little boy, trying to take a 
firecracker away from him — that is, 
in fun -and tbe officers pulled Lip- 
fert's hands off the boy. Then 
Watts, No. 8, struck him over the 
knuckles three or four times with his 
mace and Llnfert kind of jerked 
back and asked* him what in the 
-- 


be was hitting him for. At that the 
colored officer hit Lipfert over the 
head with bis mace and Lipfert fell 
to his knees. 
The officers then 


dragged him around to the corner 
and bad his coat about off when the 
officers got him around the corner of 
the First National Bank. Some one 
called out, 'pick him up and carry 
him !' — that they were two big men, 
and if they could not carry him they 
should get a patrol wagon. They 
then, one on each side, carried him 
as far as the postottice corner, and 
there some one helped them to the 
station and they laid him oa the 
floor. I went in about five minutes 
after and they had him laying on the 
calaboose floor. When I saw him he 
was bleeding freely." 


"What occasion was there for his 


arrest at that time and as far as you 
saw?" 


"None whatever." 
"Was* there any reason for striking 


him with the club?" 


"There was not." 
"What, if anything, did you hear 


the Chief of Police say to the crowd?" 


"Some persons made complaint 


about the way the oflicers had beat- 
en Lipfert. and in reply the Chief 
staid they had a right to do so, as he 
(Lipfert) had been bothering an ice 
cream parlor and some ladies down 
below tbe square; and they had bet- 
ter keep still or they would get run 
in. They could not come from other 
towns and run this town." 


"Did \ou see this prisoner make 


any attempt to strike the officers?" 


•'He did not." 
"Did you hear him call the officers 


any names?" 


"I did not." 
"Did you hear any woman make 


any remarks when tbe officers arrest- 
ed Lipfert?" 


"Cannot say that I did." 
Bay Paullin testified : 
"I have been present and heard 


the statements of C. H. Little and K, 
W. Snyder, and was also present on 
tbe evening of July 4th, 1895, and 
saw aad beard what these two per- 
sons have said, and that is substanti- 
ally what took place, with this ex- 
ception—I walked away before the 
Chief of Police had anything to say. 
I will state in this connection that 
there was no occasion for striking 
Lipfert. He did not do or say any- 
thing that was offensive to any per- 
sons, nor did I hear him call the offi- 
cers any names." 


James Henry, of the Standard Oil 


company, next testified: 


"I saw the officers dragging the 


prisoner on tbe street. I stopped the 
officers and told them to pick the 
prisoner up and carry him. They 
made no reply. By that time a crowd 
had collected and they Insisted that 
they carry bin, and after this they 
picked him up and carried him. 1 
told the officers that was no way, to 
drag a man through the streets; that 
If two men could not take him they 
should get a patrol for that purpose. 
He was bleeding when 1 saw him but 
I did not see them strike htm," 


"Did yon hear the chief of police 


make any remarks to the bystand-

"No, sir. Did not see him at the

the city council next Monday night. 
The evidence of the four witnesses, 
given above, was taken down and 
afterwards sworn to by them before 
a notary public.
